Oct. 30 — The worst 
problem at Christianity In 1.000 
years Is how to defend lltierty 
against communism without going 
to war.

In 
many ports ot the midwest drought 
has retarded the winter wheat crop 
and caused tears for the 1048 har- 
vest.

which was called Gustavo Oau- 
therot, a prewar senator. 

DeaUo With Clnba 

Police beat them with dubs and 
rillo butts down the avenuo Into 
the Place de Tcmes, where mounted 
republican guards broke up the 
crowd. Fourteen truckloads ot re- 
gular army troops stood by with 
machlneguns to take a hand II the 
communists refused to go. 

At least 30 demonstrators wero 
hurt and a few poUce were wounded 
by pieces of pavement that tbe com- 
munists pulled up and Xhrew. 
Several demonstrators were arrested 
OS they beat at police with clubs 
wrenched from wooden barricades. 



U. S. Ponders 
BBke in Greek 
Aims Mission 

WASHINQTON. Oct. 30 ' yp) — 
Government ofllclals are coiulder- 
Ing an Increase In the Arperican 
mUlary mission to Greece as a 
means ot helping the Greek army 
prepare for a cleanup offensive 
against the communist guerrilla 
forces. 

Authorities said the present mis- 
sion, totaling 40 olflccrs and men, 
now appears to be too small to do 
an adequate Job. The mission's as- 
signment has been, to help the 
Greek forces assemble United States 
equipment being furnished them 
under the "Truman doctrine" aid 
program and to train the Greeks 
In the use of this equlpmenL 
Deny U. S. Troops Vie 

These authorities flatly denied, 
however, that there Is any thought 
now of sending American troops to 
Greece or of having any American 
officers participate In Greek combat 
operations, as was reported from 
some European capitals last week- 

The belief here Is rather that an 
Increase In the military mission 
would simply speed up the work 
already undertaken and give tho 
Greeks a morals boost' Is launcblag 
the offensive, probably some time 
this winter,

UNIFORM AIR SAFETY 
It is lortunBtfl that the civil aeronautics 
board lii Investigating the non-scheduled, or 
charter, alrllnea against a background or 
narrow escape rather than tragedy. 'But 
the rescue of the 6S persons aboard the 
Bermuda Sky Queen in the storm-swept 
Nqrth Atlantic does not make the forced 
landing of that flying boat more excusable 
or the Investigation less necessary. 

Two sets of CAB regulations now govern 
the operation of scheduled and non-schO' 
dulcd airlines. The commercial lines, for 
Instance, must carry a three-hours* supply 
of extra fuel on overseas flights. Their 
pilots must have had at least 1,200 hours 
flying experience to obtain a license. There 
are other rules regarding maximum loads, 
runway lengths, and so on. 

The non-scheduled carrier need have only 
an extra 45 minutes' fuel supply, which Is 
why the Sky Queen had to bo ditched. Its pi- 
lots are required to have only 200 hours of ex- 
perience. Load and runway rules do not 
opply. 

Human lives, of course, are involved in both 
types of operation. But, for reasons of 
economy, the CAB seema to have assumed 
that the lives of the paying passengers are 
considerably more Important. 

There are reports of many Illegal operations 
under minimum safety rules, since the CAB 
lorbade the carrying of passengers by charter 
lines. This ban arose from the CAB'a decision 
that, with faster and more frequent sche- 
duled service by domestic and foreign car- 
riers, there was not enough business to war- 
rant the non-scheduled lines' carrying pas- 
sengers. 

Since that ban went into effect on Sept. 
10, some non-scheduled operators, if reports 
are true, have been getUng away with 
potential murder. They are said to have 
leased their ships and crews to foreign 
travel agencies or airlines, or to have set 
up phony corporations here. 

ITiere ore other questions that need ans- 
wering. For one thing, why has the CAB 
been so lax In enforcing Its rules? Is It 
shortage of manpower, Inefficiency, or some- 
thing more sinister? The board was one of 
the government agencies hardest hit In the 
last budget cut by congress. If that Is the 
reason for a situation which Is a threat to 
the lives of air passengers, then certainly 
the CAB should be given enough money to 
carry out its duties. 

Is It better to maintain two sets of safety 
regulations or to permit charter airplanes to 
carry passengers under a uniform set of 
rules? Whatever the. answer, any who have 
violated the present ban on the trans-oceanic 
transport of passengers by charter plane 
should bo dealt with severely. 

Another obvious need Is for the adoption of 
uniform legal, economic and safety regula- 
tions by all governments which opcrat(L or 
whose nationals operate, passenger flights 
outside their boundaries. This would pre- 
vent the type of dodge that Is charged In the 
present situation. International air authori- 
ties have recommended such a step, but the 
governments have failed to take It. 

The harrowing experience of the Bermudo 
Sky Queen's passengers has done all aviation 
an Injustice. This near-tragedy is bound to 
stick in the public mind, despite the remark- 
able safety record in trans-oceanic flight 
established by the armed forces' transport 
services and by commercial carriers. The 
least that aviation authorities and operators 
can do is offer the International air traveler 
reasonable assurance of safety, by whatever 
line or plane ho travels.

MAKING IT CLEAR CUT 
I'oUce Chief Howard W. Qlllette has vramed 
Twin Falls clubs and organizations that 
drinking In public places will not be per- 
mitted. 

Under the law passed by the last legislature, 
only licensed establishments may sell liquor 
by the drink. Twin Falls, the police chief 
reminded the people, is one of the commun- 
ities In which local option elections barred 
such licenses. 

Chief Gillette's warning to all concerned 
followed an opinion handed down by the at- 
torney-general, which holds that locker-type 
clubs cannot be operated In communities 
which have voted dry. 

Although this action may seem drastic to 
those who have not yet become reconciled 
to the fact that this community Is legally 
dry, it's the only way to make a clear-cut 
Issue of the whole business. 

The locker-dub was conceived originally 
ms a means of clrculnventlng a former Idaho 
law. So long as clubs and organizations could 
sell liquor by the drink and thlpsty patrons 
could find auch accommodation almost any- 
where, there wasn't much need for concern.

was a mere helpmate to Ftnnklln D. RooMvell. 

It U this trail which has made Speaker Martin 
BO popular In thn far west, the cow country and In 
the mountain statea. 

Whereas he would probably be content with the 
vlcc-prutdentlal nomination next year, his new-made 
western friends are booetlns him for the pTcildenUal 
prlro. 

IMPORTANCE-Martln tint bowed to the burden 
of the vlce-presldcncy after attendlns an 11-iUte 
conference of Republican leaden at Salt Lake City. 
Ho had mode reservations to fly from there to 
Cheyenne, where he wu scheduled to address Impor- 
tant OOP-ers from Wyoming. Montana. South Dakota 
and North Dskota. 

The weather, however, become soupy and daHEeiouii. 
Tlie airplane people Informed him that they "could" 
take him to Cheyenne, but they warned nnolnat a 
niBht unlCM 11 was absolutely necessary. 

This was probably the first time that Speoker 
Martin realUed his new Importance. He travelled 
to Cheyenne by train. In deference to the responsibility 
which his present post bestows upon him. 

SHOTS— While flying from Cheyenne to Rapid City, 
the sweet, lltUe hostess approached the speaker and 
his small party and explained that they must wait 
unUl all the other poxeengers had allshted. When 
the speaker asked why, she said that there would be a 
largo welcoming crowd at the Rapid City airport, 
which also happens to be on army baflo, and that 
there would be a 31 gun salut« for hlra. 

The speaker laughed and said that there must be 
some mistake because only the President of the 
United States rates a 31 gun solute. For the rest 
of the fllsht. he and the other members of his party 
debated whether the speaker of the house rated any 
saluto at all. and. If he did, how many shota should 
be fired in his honor. 

Handsome Col. Ray Curtice, who commands the 
field, was equally dubious. As he told tha speaker 
Ister, he did not know whether MaiUn should be 
greeted with guns, and he was totally Ignorant of the 
number of shots which should be given. He had 
to get In touch with Washington before he learned 
that 31 guns are fired for the President, 10 for a 
vice president and 17 for the speaker ot the house. 

Bo. when Speaker Martin landed here, he had to 
stand on the plane's ramp for several minutes while 
a platoon of whlte-helmetcd, khakl-clad soldiers stood 
at salute, and IT thrte-lnch guns were discharged 
In his honor. Be obviously enjoyed the ceremony, 
but there was a different look on his face as he left 
the sir base. He knew that he wns no longer "Just 
Joe Martin." 

BOUCITUDE— The western states hove given him 
the police protection which they alwai's provided tor 
Important dignitaries. Including visiting Presidents 
Their solicitude for Speaker Martin Is sllghUy Ironic, 
In view ot his own atUtude toward these safeguards. 
As soon as congress passed the succession law, which 
places MartUi within a heartbeat ot the White House, 
Treosuiy Seo'y. John W, Snyder, who commands the 
lecret service, phoned the speaker. 

"Joe," sold Secretary Snyder, "you are now the 
vice proaldcnt of the United Statea. Under the taw. 
we must assign you a body guard, which I shall be 
very glad to do. President Tnrnion InsLnts on It. 
What arrangements do you want me to make In 
this respect?" 
The speaker replied that he wanted no gumshoo 
len on his trail, awakening him In the morning, 
dogging him during the day and putUng him to bed 
at night. But out here the governors and mayors 
re taking no chances. 

In almost every state he has hod a police or military 
escort, And.' so popular has he become with them, 
that they would probably vote unanimously for him if 
the prcaldentlol or vice -presidential lightning sliould 
iinke his black head of hair next year. 

SLOGAN— The bnslo poUUcal fact Is that the west 
Is trying to put new political Idecui Into the npeaker's 
jnlnd. He Is making this western lour, as Senate 
Leader Taft did, to explain the legislative record ot 
the first session ot the GDlh congress, nnd to nscerlnln 
the nation's needs as a guide for legislative action In 
the session beginning next January. It Is abo prob- 
able that he seeks to build a few vlce-presldmtloJ 
fences. 

But these westerners , eapeclally In the mining, 
mountain and cow etales. which voted Republican in 
the ISIO and 1M4 eleetlonn ivtltix Maine and Vermont, 
they were the first to go rour on FDR's new deal) 
do not look upon Speaker Martin a.t a vice- presidential 
possibility.

WASHINQTON, Oct. 19 (UJO — 
So-lKT this yen, 310 pusensen and 
crew mcmbcra have been killed in 
domiaUe alrlln^ acddenta. That U 
more than twlca aa many aa died 
tn acddenU In any one oi the 
previous 10 years of commercial 
avlntJan. 

Tha ais deaths this year occurred 
in five accidents, Including the 
tJnlted Air Lines DO-a crasti In 
Utah lait Friday. The flsure Is mora 
than twice the combined total of 
the last two yean, it compares with 
a previous all-Ume high of S7 latal- 
lUes In IBIO. 

"^ent" Year Looms 

In addition, this year's domestic 
atrllne safety record— In terms of 
deaths per passenger miles flown — 
U shaping up as the worst since 
1B43 and possibly since 1B3B. 

Tho passenger fatality rate for 
the first 10 months ot this year Is 
approximately 3.78 per 100,000.000 
passenger* ml lea. 

The last time this rate was ex- 
ceeded was In 1B3B when 5J poa- 
sengera were killed for every 100,- 
000,000 passenger -miles flon'n. A 
passenger- mile U one passenger car- 
ried one mite. In 1040, when there 
were 07 faUUUes, the rote was 12 
loss Seconded In IM2 

If the airlines have no more ac- 
. cldents thin year and register a 
total of 0,135.100,000 passenger- miles, 
OS forecast by the civil aeronautics 
board, the falalll? rate would be 
S3i per 100,000.000 posse nger-mtles 
Since 1II3S, this figure has been 
surpassed only once, 3.00 In IBia. 

The advent ot larger planes means 
that a single crash nowadays can 
give the safety record a sharper 
setback than a tew years ago because 
more passengers are Involved. For 
example, live accidents In 1B14 
killed Q8 passengers and crew mem- 
bers: The same number ot mishaps 
this year killed 310. 

On the 6ther hand, each success- 
ful landing today plies up a greater 
number ot sate posscnger-mltes 
flovm than was the cose with 
smaller planes of the post.

These periodical changea result 
from a provision of tho constitution 
which calls for a census every 10 
years and says each state shall be 
represented tn tho houso according 
to population. 

The membership of tha house 
hence has varied. each tlmo a new 
census was takan. Tbera was one 
oxcopUon. No ' i oa p p o rtlonment was 
made In 1930. 

But every otta^r decade since 1790 
—the year after tho first congress 
met— aome statas have gained or lost 
mem ben In tha house. And member- 
ship In the houso has liKreascd from 
the original 83 to the prtaent 433. 

The constitution requires that (1> 
each sUt« ahsU have at least one 
repreaentatlvo and (3) that there 
shall be no mors than one for 
each 30,000 persona tn the state, 

Ptiur states today have only one 
repreacnUUve each, Delaware, Nev- 
ada, Vermont and Wyoming. 

Each sUte ts entitled to two sen- 
ators regardless of population. 

According to 1047 census bureau 
estimates of population shifts In the 
states. 18 wtll gain or lose mem- 
twrs In the house. 

7\3lIowlng tha 1940 census. 18 
statcii gained or lost one or more 
representatives. The 1B30 census af- 
fected 33 statas. 

California and New York, which 
have Increased their delegations 
most In recent years, stand to be 
affected most by the next change.

Aid to Europe Under Marshall 
Plan Wm Not Be 'Easy Task'

WABHINQTON, Oct. 30— (NEA) 
Caro'Ing out the Marshall plan lo 
aid Europe Is going to be no brecic. 
The outlook lor getting the Euro- 
peons enouHh to cat Is bad, but 
the outlook for getting them enough 
slccl and manufactured goods li 
worse. 

This U shown by comparing re- 
quirements of the 10 western Euro- 
pean nations with 
Amerlcon sur- 
pluses available 
for export. The 
things Europ 
needs worst ore 
thlnsD the U. B. Is 
also short of. The 
Porls report of the 
IG-natlon com- 
mlttee of Euro- 
pean economic 
co-operation od- 
mlts there wilt be 
a four-year short- 
age of 13 million short tons of in- 
gots and semi -finished steel. 

This assumes that Europe will be 
able to Import all the coke It needs, 
plus 15 mltilon tons of rich Iron 
ore, eight million tons ol scrap and 
three million tons of manganese. 
There is no assurance this con bo 
done. The U, S, Is now exporllng 
steel to Europe at tho rate ot lii 
million tons a year. This Is about 
half of the three million tana 
quired. 

The tr. S. may be able to supply 
all the coking coal that's needed. 
There li, however, a U. 6. shortage 
ot cokes and scrap. Betorc the war. 
this country hod great surpluses of 
scrap which were shipped all over 
the world— Japan as well as Europe< 
It's no longer here. Scmp collec- 
tion drives may have to be reln- 
slutcd, as In warUme. As shown by 
Secy, of the Interior J. A, Krug's 
new report on noUonoI resources 
and aid to Europe. U. 8. domestic 
steel consumption is now at peace- 
time peak. Stcct production Is run- 
ning at 07 per cent of rot«l capa- 
city, but still con't produce enough 
for borne needs. 

There Is n flrst-clasa fight 
whether the TJ. 5. steel Industry Is 
big enough to toke care of todn^-'s 
demonds.Tlie big steel makers insist 
It is, and they oppoee expansion. 



One of their arguments Is that there 
are not enough raw materlols to 
feed Increased steel-making capa- 
city. Another Is that any contem- 
plated expansion would, itself con- 
sumo needed steel, 

Europe apparently needs all three 
—raw materials, steel and steel-mak- 
ing capacity. 

The Knig report Indicates there 
Is plenty oC American plant capacity 
to manufacture all the freight cars, 
tractors and new machinery needed 
by Europe— if the steel Is available, 
The Paris report days Europe will 
need 103,000 freight cars In the next 
two years. European freight cam 
are only half the sUe ol U. S. cars, 
the need Is translated Into filJSOO. 
It Is no great order, considering 
that the U. B. cor-bulldlng Industry 
turned out BO.OOO cars In 1011 and 
has on annual capacity of 301.000 
con today. 

But in Iho first half ot ID47, 
only M,000 cars were turned out 
and it has been Impossible to get 
production up to 10,000 cars o 
month. 

Industrlol equipment Europe needs 
Includes electrical, petroleum and 
steel ptnnts, agricultural and min- 
ing machinery. The Paris report puts 
the neods at »4.e00,0OO,00o over the 
next tour years. 

The Krug report says U. S. pro- 
duction reached a peak value ot 
*1B,000,000,000 In 1044, but Is now 

ninnlng at a rftto of only lll,00,0OO,> 
000. The volume Is a fourth less than 
Indicated, because prices are how SB 
per cent higher than In IMO. 

Exports are now 10 per cent of 
total U. S. production ot Industrial 
equipment, or about 11,000,000,000 
worth a year. Theoretically, It would 
take little Increase in volume to meet 
European requirements. But ogoln 
the things that Europe needs are 
the same things that American in- 
dustry wants —Increased electric
